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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that the limitations of changing the excitation signal amplitude using both the calculated norm and the smooth norm of 
independent claim 20 to 22 are not present in Jarvinen et al. However, only independent claim 20 expressly contains the limitation of 
"both of said calculated norm and said smoothed norm". Independent claims 21 and 22 do not contain the limitation directed to "both", 
but only set forth "a relation between" the calculated norm and the smoothed norm. 

Jarvinen et al. discloses that the signal is scaled by a random excitation gain, which is equivalent to an averaged, or smoothed norm. If 
Jarvinen et al. scales an excitation by a smoothed (averaged) norm, then both the norm and the smoothed norm are used to scale the 
excitation because the smoothed (averaged) norm depends upon the previously-calculated norm. Moreover, there is "a relation between" 
the norm and the smoothed norm because Jarvinen et al. discloses the pre-existing relation by Equation (11) . 
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
